The loves of the 
Vestal and the God of War, the cradle laid among the reeds of Tiber, the fig-tree, the she-wolf, the shep¬ 
herd’s cabin, the recognition, the fratricide, the rape of the Sabines, the death of Tarpeia, the fall of Hostus 
Hostilius, the struggle of Mettus Curtius through the marsh, the women rushing with torn raiment and dis¬ 
hevelled hair between their fathers and their husbands, the nightly meetings of Nuna and the Nymph by the 
well in the sacred grove, the fight of the three Romans and the three Albans, the purchase of the Sibylline 
books, the crime of Tullia, the simulated madness of Brutus, the ambiguous reply of the Delphian oracle to 
the Tarquins, the wrongs of Lucretia, the heroic actions of Horatius Codes, of Scasvola, and of Cloelia, the 
battle of Regillus won by the aid of Castor and Pollux, the defence of Cremera, the touching story of Cori- 
olanus, the still more touching story of Virginia, the wild legend about the draining of the Alban lake, the 
combat between Valerius Corvus and the gigantic Gaul, are among the many instances which will at once 
suggest themselves to every reader. In the narrative of Livy, who was a man of fine imagination, those 
stories retain much of their genuine character, which not even the tasteless Dionysius was able to distort and 
mutilate into mere prose ; it is discernible in the most tedious and in the most superficial modern works on 
the early History of Rome.

Two communications of similar tenor have 
reached this office simultaneously—the one hail¬ 
ing from the West (Michigan), the other from the 
East (Connecticut). The one holds the pub¬ 
lishers responsible for the ravages made on his 
community by the auctioneer tramp ; the other 
arraigns them for selling at wholesale prices to 
private buyers in his town. Both protests have 
the ring of genuine indignation. Yet the 
Weekly must decline to publish them. Not 
because the charges are not borne out by facts, 
and not because the facts are neither better nor 
worse than such as have been told in the Week¬ 
ly time and time again ; and surely not for such 
reasons as are implied by our Eastern friend, 
who remarks: “ You do not fire into the worst 
enemy of the retail bookseller, and none of us 
can blame you for omitting to do so, since it is 
from that enemy you get your advertising pat¬ 
ronage, and we get our money’s worth out of 
your paper.” No, there are other reasons. 
For one, because the very one who charges the 
Weekly with advertising considerations cau¬ 
tiously writes, on a separate sheet, “ I do not 
care to have my name printed;” while the 
other, still more cautiously, withholds his name 
even from the Weekly. Yet the latter boldly 
exclaims : “ The time has come when booksell¬ 
ers must protect themselves or go down. Has 
not patience ceased to be a virtue? Is it not 
time to strike?” If it is time to strike, then 
do not hide your face in fear, but stand up so 
that you can be seen and heard. Not until 
booksellers shall address each other over their 
own names, thus gaining confidence and giving 
courage ; not until booksellers with open visor 
shall face the publishers in making their charges, 
thus giving the latter a chance to answer ; not 
until a solid body of united booksellers shall 
back their argument by action, thus show¬ 
ing that there is a meaning in their words, 
not until then will there be any hope for a con¬ 
version of the publishers. Sweeping charges 
published anonymously, neither showing the 
man who deals the blow, nor him at whom 
the blow is aimed, are blows in the air. The 
Weekly has already, at its own expense, given 
too much space for “ blows ”—dealt to no pur¬ 
pose. 


Under some wrong impression the price of 
Poole’s “ Index to Periodical Literature” was 
given erroneously as $25, in our Fall An¬ 
nouncement Lists. In order to give this cor¬ 
rection due prominence, we quote from Mr. 
Poole’s report at the conference of Librarians 
at Cincinnati (for full report see Library Jour¬ 
nal for July-August) the following : 

“ In making this my final report of progress 
on the new edition of the * Index to Periodi¬ 
cal Literature,’ I have the pleasure of stating 
that the manuscript is finished ; that the print¬ 
ing is begun ; and that bound copies of the 
completed work will be in the hands of the 
collaborators and the public before the close of 
the present year. Messrs. James R. Osgood & 
Co., of Boston, will be the publishers, and the 
printing is in progress at the University Press 
at Cambridge. I have here for your inspection 
160 page-proofs of the electrotype plates, and 
the matter of 130 pages more is in type. 
About 50 pages of the plates are cast each week. 
We expect the printing will be completed early 
in December. Comparing with the old edition 
the rate of progress in the alphabet, the present 
indications are that the new edition will make 
1500 pages—each page having twice as much 
matter as in the old edition. The price of the 
work has been fixed at $15, which, considering 
the amount of matter, is relatively less than 
one half the publication price of the old edition, 
and one fifth of the selling price.” 

In due time we shall show more fully the 
great usefulness of the forthcoming work. It 
may not be out of place now, however, to add as 
a reminder, that the service which by this work 
will be rendered to literature is of such magni¬ 
tude that booksellers should not be contented 
with securing a copy for their own use, or for the 
convenience of their customers, but should make 
it their duty to recommend its purchase to 
everybody who can afford it. It is one of those 
works which should not be treated merely as 
merchandise. It should be regarded as a great 
aid and “ tool” to the profession. It is one of 
those works, alas, which are rarely paid for in 
proportion to their value. 

TARIFF ON BOOKS. 

Mr. Steiger has sent us a batch of papers 
on behalf of the “Removal of the Duty of 
Books,” which, we understand, will be sup¬ 
plied on application to any one interested in 
the movement. The papers contain a reprint 
from the N. Y. Eve7img Post, of Mr. Steiger’s 
“Arguments in Support of its Repeal” (both in 
English and in German), and Mr. Houghton’s 
“A Publisher’s Arguments against the Aboli¬ 
tion of the Duty on Books,” as addressed to 
the Chairman of the Tariff Commission, and 
citations illustrative of Mr. Steiger’s standpoint, 
from the Times , Natio7i, and Fra 7 ikfurter Zei- 
tung; also a blank for signatures, headed : 
“ In order to enlist early and universal cooper¬ 
ation the undersigned is willing to give the 
labor and expense necessary for preliminary 
exertions to secure the removal of the im¬ 
port duty on books, etc., and to that end re¬ 
quests the return of the subjoined petition 
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with signatures, for presentation at the next 
session of Congress. E. Steiger, 25 Park 
Place, New York.” 

We learn from the Philadelphia daily papers 
that a meeting of the Book Trade Association 
was held at Philadelphia, Oct. 10, for the purpose 
of determining some definite resolutions to lay 
respectfully before the Tariff Commission, which 
meets in that city on Thursday, Friday, and Sat¬ 
urday next. Because of the large duties which 
the book trade pays on raw materials, it must 
have duty to protect it; if the duties on raw ma¬ 
terials could be taken away, the trade could 
then compete with the foreign markets. A paper 
which had been placed in the hands of the Sec¬ 
retary by Mr. Stoddard, to be discussed on its 
merits by the Association, was then read. 

It contained several suggestions relative to 
the tariff, which were not deemed by the As¬ 
sociation as exact as a paper by C. C. Febiger, 
of Henry C. Lea’s Son & Co.’s publishing-house, 
the basis of which was presented by Mr. H. T. 
Coates. Mr. Febiger strongly advocated a 
specific duty of 25 per cent per pound, which 
he showed would be the same as 25 per cent 
ad valorem , and would also prevent fraud. 
While it now takes three weeks to get books 
through the Custom House, it would not require 
an hour to weigh and deduct for tax. A com¬ 
mittee of five was then appointed to consider 
Mr. Stoddard’s paper, and also to examine the 
paper prepared by Mr. Febiger. The commit¬ 
tee consisted of H. F. Coates, J. R. Jones, R. 
S. Menamin, George R. Fagan, and C. C. 
Febiger. It was resolved that the sentiment of 
the trade is that specific duty is better than ad 
valorem .
